•And-the way to do is to keep a tec* 
ord of the yield of every/ individual 
troe, and to re-bud from a high-yield­ 
ing troo the troo which fails to pay its 
way. Thus, just as the dairyman who 
keeps a record of the butter-fat pro­ 
duction of each cow can eliminate the 
"boarder c o w " who produces loss than 
tho value of what she oats, so tho or- 
chardiBt can eliminate the fruit-troo 
which fails to pay fair rent for the 
ground it occupies. 


Such is tho toxt of a sermon preached 
by Verne W. Hoffman, a student in the 
collogo of agriculturefl in an article on 
"Individual 
Troe 
Performance 
Rec­ 
o r d s " in the Soptomber number of tho 
University of California Journal of Ag­ 
riculture, a magazine published month­ 
ly b y tho agricultural students, 


Hoffman 
tolls hore tho interesting 
story of how Mr. A. D. Shamel of tho 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, a government export who makes 
his 
hoadqpartors 
nt tho university's 
citrus experiment station at Riverside, 
induced tho management of a groat 
citrus 
orchard 
near 
Corona, Cal., to 
keep rocords of tho Individual yield of 
(15,000 orange unci lemon trees. Use of 
this Bystem for three or four years has 
proved how practical and profitable it 
iij on a commercial, basis, 


Every 
troo in this orchard has a 
number painted upon it. Each tree is 
picked separately, tho fruit 
weighed, 
and tho rocord entered in a permanent 
record-book. 


Those records soon showed that one 
out of four of all tho lemon trees in 
the orchard failod to pay its way. Ex­ 
amination was mado to seo if the low 
yield wus due to bad soil conditions, 
gophers, or gum disease. If no such 
excuso could be found for tho tree, 
then it wus rebudded with a bud from 
a tree whoso rocord had proved it to

fruit. Tho first US00 trees rebudded all 
without exception came up to the de­

Hoffman 
reports t h a t ' M r . 
Mhniucl's 
experiments show thut nn unproductive 
tree can bo changed, by top-working, 
into a good producer. Three years af­ 
ter being rebudded, one lemon tree pro­ 
duced Hiill pounds of lemons (during the 
half-year ending June 1(0, 11*15); that 
is, about seven field boxes, u good av­ 
erage for the ordinary 
high-producing 
tree of ten or twelve years. 


So the day iH coming when the lazy 
fruit-tree will bo us promptly detected 
us the lazy cow who fails^o earn her 
own living. A lazy fruit 
tree, like u 
luzy cow, uses as much lund and feed 
and requires as much labor and care us 
tho highly-productive tree or the high­ 
ly-productive cow.

Ho lived on his beautiful 
ranch home along the rich foothill sec­ 
tion just east of Duarte, but was exten­ 
sively interested in Antelope valley 
land and elsewhere in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. He had been a director of the 
Duarte-Monrovia, eitrus e*eh»nt,e since 
its organization twenty-five years ago. 


Baldwin Park, Sept. 22.—A jollifica- 
ion banquet was given last night by 
the Baldwin Park Improvement Asso­ 
ciation in celebration of the completion 
of the boulevard through this town.

Trees Conserve Water, Aid Percolation 
and Retard Evaporation. 
Trees drink In ntul trnuKpIri* tin enor­ 
mous quantity of water. 
This giving 
/off tempers the dryness of the uoarby 
atmosphere. Moisture benrlng currents 
of nlr are enught by forest areas as 
they are not by the heated plains. Lo­ 
cal showers may thus become more 
frequent where trees abound, or at 
least the availability of whatever rain 
may fall is Increased for the locality 
by forest growths. 


Foliage, twigs and branches break 
the fall of the raindrops. So does the 
litter on the forest Door. 
Hence the 
soil under this cover Is not compacted 
as in the open field, but is kept loose 
and granular, so water can readily 
penetrate and percolate. 
The water 
reaches the ground more slowly, drip­ 
ping gradually from the leaves, branch­ 
es and trunks, and thus more time Is 
allowed for it to sink Into the soli and, 
appear again in springs or subsoil 
moisture lower down. 


In forests there is much less evapo­ 
ration of moisture than in the open 
country because sun and wind do not 
bnve such free play. It Is estimnted 
that forests have from 50 to 00 per 
cent of water supply more than the 
open fields because of increased per­ 
colation and decrensed evaporation.— 
Country Gentleman.

You will note that in New York, the Exchange 
average on every variety exceeded that of the outside 
competitors; this is also true in Boston, except on mis­ 
cellaneous oranges, where competitors' average is one 
cent higher than ours; in Philadelphia, the Exchange 
averages were higher on everything except Valencias, 
on which competitors averaged one cent per box more. 


Applying the difference in favor of the Exchange to the number 
of boxes of each variety sold by competitors in these three markets 
shows that their fruit sold for $141,587.00 less than Exchange prices. 
Including the other smaller auctions, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Cincin­ 
nati, Baltimore and St. Louis, the total amount brought by their fruit 
below Exchange prices is $179,053.00. The difference between Ex­ 
change cost and that of outsiders who generally pay from 5 to 7 per 
cent on the gross amount of sale in auction markets, would increase 
this difference materially.

IN HIS NAME. 


When President Taft wa? touring the Pacific coast during the campaign 
of 1912, he gave notice to all program makers that he would only speak once in 
Southern California, at Los Angeles. He adhered to the rule until the night at 
the banquet at the Glen-wood Mission Inn at Biversido, when the -wonderful 
eloquence of an introductory speech by Bishop Thomas J. Conaty brought the 
distinguished man to his feet. 


It is well to remember this incident at this time when the body of Bishop 
Oonaty of the Roman Catholic see of Monterey and Los Angeles has lain in 
state in Los Angeles through the week, while thousands mourn biff memory. 
The great heart of this man gathered friends from Protestant and Catholic 
sources alike. No man in any religious position on the Pacific Coast has ever 
given us such a true insight and an example of the real brotherhood of man. 


This man came to the Facinc coast and to Los Angeles In 1003, two years 
after his consecration by the cardinal of Baltimore, a venerable man of the 
church who still survives him. In Bishop Conaty's early manhood he had served 
as a priest in Worcester, Massachusetts. Later be was president of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union of America, and still later the rector of the Catholic 
University at Washington, D. C. It was at Washington that he came in close 
touch with many statesmen, among whom was William Howard Taft. A ripe 
friendship grew out of the need of each man for the other. When Taft was 
governor-general of the Philippines, the rector of Washington College was one 
of his chief advisers in the matter of adjusting the difficult Catholic problems 
of the archlpelego. 


The man now mourned by Southern California spent twelve active years 
In the work of Christ in Southern California. He was an easily approachable 
man, quick with his sympathies, broad in his views, and eloquent in the 'church 
and on the secular platform as only the great of the Irish strain can be eloquent, 
Ho spoke in Covina several years ago before a general meeting of the chamber 
of commerce, and in bis kindly way pointed out with keen Judgment the best 
things that should be Btriven for by public organizations. 


The cause of Christ Is that of humanity, its emergence out of ignorance. 
Men like Bishop Oonaty, who are God-gifted with a sympathy for the lowly and 
a knowledge of them born of a love for them, are men who dissolve sectarian 
lines. Creeds do under these circumstances become automatically secondary 
We gladly take this opportunity to lay an humble tribute on the bier of this 
disciple of the Master who made this crude country of the west a better, a more 
refined, a more tolerant country because he came and taught and lived among 
Its people. 


GREAT WATER RESOURCES OP CALIFORNIA. 
* 
The total area of California is approximately 100,000,000 acres. According 
to conservative estimates, based on the irrigation census of J902, 2,000,000 of 
those acres are being watered at this time. This statement, however, does not 
convey a true idea of the relative importance of irrigation to agriculture in 
California. Only 14,000,000 acres, or about one-seventh of the total area, is 
valley agricultural land, so that the 2,000,000 acres irrigated comprise one- 
seventh of the irrigable land of.the state. This estimate does not include the 
tillable upper mesas and mountain valleys, both of which contain large areas of 
irrigable land. Nearly one-quarter of all the Irrigated land in the United 
States is in California, and this state ranks first in the total number of irrigated 
farms and in the total construction cost of systems. The highest priced irri­ 
gated land in America is found in California, and in no other state has water 
for Irrigation reached so high a value or been so carefully and so economically 
used.' And in no other state is there so great an area of fertile fanning land 
for which the available supply Is so large. 


Irrigation development, like any other, has followed the lines of most 
evident financial returns. So it is that the localities of least annual and summer 
rainfall were the first to be reclaimed by the use of water. The tide of irriga­ 
tion, however, "has been moving steadily northward, and, excepting in the 
mountainous sections and the sections of excessive rainfall, the necessity for 
irrigation, or at least the value of it where it is not a complete necessity, is 
almost universally recognized. While heretofore, then, Irrigation has followed' 
the line of most evident return, in the future it will follow the available water 
supply. 


The supply in the larger streams as measured by the United States geo­ 
logical survey is given for the past four to six years as 45,160,000 acre-feet. 


Leaving out of consideration the water supply available in the creeks 
and smaller rivers, 45,000,000 acre feet of water is sufficient to cover the, 14,- 
000,000 acres of agricultural land in California to a depth of over 38 inches, 
which is ample for the growth of all drops. The vast quantity of water can 
never be entirely utilized in irrigation, because it cannot be fully controlled, 
but the statement of it shows the tremendous potentialities of California irri­ 
gated agriculture. 


CHINESE LABOR IN THE COVINA VALLEY. 
Chinese, with their wide Oriental basket-hats, and with the long shoulder 
poles for the carrying of burdens, have been at work for several weeks on ten 
acres of ground at the turn of the boulevard between Puente and Covina, near 
the ranch of George Griffiths. They have been harvesting cucumbers' for pick­ 
ling. In the Oriental fashion they work from dawn until dark, groping among 
the leaves, squatted on their haunches, patient, apparently content, and cer­ 
tainly producing a wealth where the white man would develop a grouch at the 
hard grind thrust upon him. 


A little reflection brings us to, remark that these Chinese are not com­ 
peting with white labor. A white man will not raise and harvest crops that 
keep him burrowing his nose in the dirt all day. Or, to put it in a more, con­ 
vincing way—the white man doesn't seem to be able to raise garden truck and 
make money at it. If that cucumber patch had been harvested by white men 
at $2.25 per diem for eigh,t hours, the owner would have filed a petition in 
bankruptcy. 


The New York American, which is some knocker, printed a cartoon the 
other day showing a ship laden with gold on its way from England to America 
convoyed by a fleet of battleships.

THAT NON-PARTISAN SCHEME. 


The longer one studies that non-partisan law the stronger becomes the 
convidionthat i6i pufp6ses 
k,ate" selfish and thTat its;, results would be markedly 
Injurious to the state. Let us consider, for a moment, what effect such''a law 
would have upon the calibre of men elected to office. 


While it is freely acknowledged that under the rule of parties, it is at 
times quite difficult to secure the right kind of men as candidates for office, we 
hold that, under the proposed non-partlBan system, this difficulty would be much 
greater. Men of high character and ability, as a rule, are strongly opposed to 
political life. The environment is not to their liking, and the financial returns 
are far from attractive. It is only the concrete force of an organization that, 
at times, succeeds in persuading such men to stand for office. This organization 
assumes the burden and expense of a campaign which under non-partisanship, 
would fall upon the candidate and his friends.. It enlightens the public as to 
the candidates qualifications for the position sought, relieving him of that em­ 
barrassing duty. In brief, it removes obstacles which would be imposed by a 
non-partisan law, and which few self-respecting men would consent to face. 


' ' P a r t i e s develop not only strong men, but they also develop' and make 
possible the adoption of necessary legislation which, under non-partisanship, 
would be long-delayed, if not Impossible. Great questions, appealing. to the 
sentiment; of the people, might, of course, be successfully solved under non- 
partisanship; but really great problems, possessing no sentimental attributes, 
would fare ill were it not for effective support and intelligent presentation by 
some party.' 


Partisanship, furthermore, bears the same relation to politics as does 
sectarianism to religion. There would bo as much justice in depriving Metho­ 
dists, Presbyterians, Christian Scientists, Catholics, etc., of the right to organize 
as there is in denying that privilege to Republicans, Democrats, Socialists, etc. 
The scheme is a'deplorable attempt to abridge the inherent rights of American 
citizens. 


Proponents of the proposed law point to the success of non-partisanship 
in municipalities as an alleged illustration of how it would succeed in state af­ 
fairs. The two cases, however, are not upon the same footing. In the matter 
of selecting candidates for office in a town or city, the electors, in greater or 
less degree, are familiar with the qualifications of Candidates presented. In the 
state, manifestly, in nine out of ten cases no such condition would obtain. 
Hence, if there be no party organization to stand sponsor for these candidates, 
how would the public inform itself upon this momentous question? 


What possible chance would a poor man have, under a non-partisan 
law, were he to become a candidate for state office? Who would meet the neces 
sary expenses of the campaign? Who would guarantee his fitness—his mental 
and moral worth? Desirable offices, under such a law, would become mere play 
things for the rich. 


The men who designed th'3 absurd plan had—and have—no faith in its 
becoming a permanent part of our organic law. They merely hope that it may 
succeed at present, thus giving the administration machine a hold which cannot 
be,, broken for several years at least, thus avoiding the political landslide indl 
cated for next year by every significant barometer. Under a non-partisan law 
the Republicans—and all other parties—would be in much the same position 
as w&nuy

OUR OLD LIBERTY BELL 


Text 
From 
Which the Inscription It 
B u n W a s Taken. 


• For- fifty years, of ter> t h a t Julyi d a y in 
|.7T6fivheu"the'bl<l' bell,rang»butUts< 


r p o g y o h ' e v e r y festival \ a n d anniver­ 
sary. 
I t w a s rung on F e b . 22, 1882, in 
honor of t h e centennial of t h e birth of 
Washington. 
While 
being 
tolled on 
the, morning of July 8, 1835, In m e m 
ory of Chief Justice Marshall, w h o bad 
died t w o d a y s before, t h e old relic sud­ 
denly cracked. On Washington's birth­ 
day, 1843, a n attempt w a s m a d e to 
ring it, but t h e bell has Blnce been 
mute. 


F i n a l l y \ i t w a s removed from its po­ 
sition in the tower to a l o w e r Btory, 
and later it w a s placed o n its original 
timbers in the vestibule of the state 
house in a prominent position lmmedi 
ately beneath w h e r e a larger bell, pre 
sented to Philadelphia In 1800, n o w 
proclaims the passing hours. 


T o Isaac Norris, t h e speaker of the 
colonial assembly, is ascribed t h e Upn 
or o f . h a v i n g originally s u g g e s t e d the 
prophetic w o r d s from Leviticus x x v , 10, 
"Proclaim liberty 
throughout all tho 
land unto all t h e Inhabitants 
thereof,' 
which w e r e cast on t h e bell. 
T h e reo 
son for the selection of this text at a 
t i m e w h e n there w o e not the slightest 
thought of a break w i t h the mother 
country h a s been a subject of much 
conjecture, but t h e true reason is ap­ 
parent w h e n the full text is read, "And 
y e shall hallow t h e 
fiftieth 
year and 
proclaim liberty 
throughout tho land 
and to all the inhabitants 
thereof." 
In selecting tho text the Quakers had 
in m i n d the arrival of William 
P e n n 
and 
their 
forefathers' in 
America.—

Where the Heroic Commandor With a 
Mere Handful

Minor Heroes of the Great Conflict. 


Three towering personalities came to 
the clinch on the field of Waterloo. 
There are perhaps n half dozen names 
remembered In connection with 
that 
epoch making battle, but they are little 
more tlmn names; only Bluecher, Na­ 
poleon and Wellington hiivo .contrived 
to outlive the memory of their contem­ 
poraries. 


Yet thero were some nt Waterloo who 
were not only brave fighters, but vastly 
interesting Individuals, and it Is more 
than unfortunate that they should have 
suffered eclipse. 
There is perhaps one 
exception. 
One cannot scratch the his­ 
tory surrounding any of the three great 
commnnders who met at Waterloo with­ 
out encountering Michael Ney, Napo­ 
leon's "bravest of the brave." 


It Is Impossible to think of Ney ex­ 
cept In superlatives. 
It Is Impossible 
to collect dry facts about him; the tem­ 
per that 
matched 
bis hulr 
smolders 
through and sets them ablaze. 
Even 
Napoleon, nlways so unpleasantly eager 
to shift the blame for failure to other 
shoulders, wrote from the solitude of 
St. Helena, "Ney was the bravest man 
1 ever saw." 


One of his officers once asked him 
If he ever felt fear. 
"Never had time." 
was the curt reply. 


The tales of his daring, his hair­ 
breadth escapes, his unbelievable in­ 
difference to shot and shell, are legion. 


He was- always calmest in time of 
the greatest peril, and It was'this quul- 
ity that Napoleon appreciated. 
Agulu 
and again France and the crown were 
In Michael Ney's bands. 
Whenever 
Napoleon saw that the issue of a bat­ 
tle turned on a single point he sent 
Ney to that point.

sonier might better have painted the 
rear of the CorslcanV army than the 
van. 
He would have bad a more ap­ 
pealing, a more "gallant subject ^ M i ­ 
chael Ney, retreating with his face to' 
the enemy. 
With a mere handful of 
men; be flung himself between the flee­ 
ing French and the Russian army and 
backed slowly, stubbornly from Mos­ 
cow. 


This Is fho man who a little later 
was 
publicly 
shot 
as 
a 
traitor 
to 
France. 


Ney's fellow marshal, Grouchy, does 
not fare so well. Grouchy was a loyal 
French patriot, nnd he had n record of 
engagement In 200 battles, which of­ 
fered copious proof that he wns no 
coward. 
But light headed, Irresolute, 
vacillating he surely was. 
The Water­ 
loo mistake Is merely n\repetition of 
earlier fnllures of Judgment. 


One of the most interesting of the 
minor heroes of Waterloo was the sol- 
dleMiuiBli'lan 
Grof 
Fvledrlch 
Wll- 
helm Buelovv. 
lie hud been thrown a 
little in the shade by the vehement 
personality of his chief. Bluecher. nnd 
the intrepid Gnelseunu. 
But tho tunn 
who nt the head of his 30.000 emerged 
nt 1 o'clock In the afternoon of June 
IS. 1815. from tho wood of St. Annum! 
and turned the tide of the buttle of 
Waterloo stands out as a romantic fig­ 
ure. 
Probably no one of Germany's 
bravo fighters of that racking period, 
excepting 
not 
oven 
"Old 
Forward" 
himself, was so well loved, so vigor­ 
ously admired, as Frledrlch 
Buelow. 
lie was a gentleman and a man of well 
seasoued culture. 


But to find the most truly 
pictur­ 
esque in the group of lesser generals 
at Waterloo one must go over to the 
English side. "As rough, foul mouthed 
n devil us ever lived," snld Wellington 
himself of Sir Thomas Plcton. "But." he 
added, "no man could do better in the 
different services assigned to him."
